N WILSON-KET 
BLAST, GES UP 


Match Firm Also 
Charged With Man- 


slaughter in Fire June 
10 in Which 6 Died. 


Miscal L. Fierke, a chemist 
employed by Universal Match 
Corp., surrendered today on a 
circuit court grand jury indict 
ment charging hinr with man- 
slaughter, a consequence of an 
explosion last June 10 at Wil- 


son-Keith & Co., pharmaceutical 
plant, 4140 Chippewa street, in 
which six persons were killed 
and 38 were injured. 

Universal Match Corp. also 
was charged with manslaughter 
in another indictment. Both 
were voted by the grand jury 
last week and suppressed until 
arrangements. were made for 
Fierke’s appearance today, in 
the court of Circult Judge Wil- 
liam K. Koerner. 

Fierke and Universal were 
said to have been negligent’ in 
failing to tell Wilson-Keith that 
a chemical it was handling for 
Universal‘was explosive, and in 
neglecting to make sure that 
necessary precautions were 
taken. 

It was brought out at an in- 
quest shortly after the blast that 
the chemical that exploded was 
being used by Wilson-Keith in 
preparing military flame throw- 
er material for Universal, which 
had a contract for it with the 
Army Chemical Corps. 

Robert Keith, an officer of 
the pharmaceutical firm, testi- 
fied at the inquest that he asked 
Fierke if the chemical was haz- 
ardous and was told that it was 
not. 

After the inquest, a coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of acci- 
dent in the six deaths and did 
not fix responsibility for the 
blast. Coroner Patrick Taylor 
announced at the time that the- 
circuit attorney's office would 

study the testimony and decide 
j whether to continue the investi-

FOR POLIO INCIDENCE IN U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (UP) 
~The nation suffered its third 
worst polio outbreak in 1954. 
The Public Health Service said 
today that 38,734 cases were 
reported in 1954. That compared 
with 35,953 in 1953, but was 
well below the 57,000 recorded 
in the peak year of 1952. In 
1949, second worst year, 42,000 
cases were reported. 

The service said last year’s 
outbreak began about a week 
‘earlier than in 1953, but did not 
reach a peak until mid-Septem- 
ber — about four weeks tater 
than in the previous year. 

Florida, Alaska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico had unusually high 
incidence over the 1953 rate, as 
did Massachusetts, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kentucky and Texas.

His case was a major 
fissure in the MeceCarthy-Army 
hearings. 


Notice to Pentagon. 


Senator Karl E. Mundt, (Rep.), 
South Dakota, who presided over 
those hearings, said in an inter- 
view he regards the Daniel reso- 
lution as a firm notice to the 
Pentagon. Mundt said he will 
be one of the co-sponsors. 

“It sort of signals,” Mundt 
said, “that if the 
doesn’t voluntarily release the 
facts about who was responsible 
for the promotion and discharge 
of Peress, one of four Senate 
committees certainly is going 
to move in with a new investi- 
gation in an effort to find out.” 

Peress said in New York where 
he has a civilian practice: “There 
is nothing to find out, but if 
they want to investigate I can't 
stop them. My promotion was 
routine and I thought they all 
knew that. I should have been 
a major going in. It was just 
an adjustment in rank and not 
really a promotion at all.” 

Peress said he entered the 
Army as a captain, but he found 
dentists were generally given 
the rank of major.

Senator Says ‘Possibility of 
One-Man Law in U.S. 
Must Be Ended.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (AP)—~ 
Senator John W. Bricker (Rep.), 
Ohio, reintroduced in the Senate 
today the proposed amendment 
to limit treaty powers which 
aroused White House opposition 
and lengthy Senate debate a 
year ago. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment would revise’ the 
treaty-making power. Among 
other things, it would make 
treaties valid as domestic law 
in this country only if appro- 
priate legislation were passed 
by federal or state governments, 


Last Feb. 26, administration 
Senators and many Democrats 
teamed to defeat by one vote a 
revised version offered by Sen- 
ator Walter F. George (Dem.), 
after a month of debate. ’ 


Bricker said “the possibility 
of one-man law within the Unit- 
ed States must be ended.” 


“I am absolutely certain,” he 
went on, “that President Eisen- 
hower would not wittingly abuse 
the power to make treaties and 
international agreements, . . 

“I am just as anxious as the 
President to preserve all the 
powers of his high office es- 
sential to the conduct of foreign 
policy in this age of the atom. 
“Inasmuch as the President 
and I have these common ob- 
jectives, I continue to hope that 
we may be able to agree.on ap- 
propriate language.”
